story. Now, Funk won't talk about the incident at all. 
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But perhaps the most remarkable memory of that week is the one I 
have of Harley Race. I expected him to be bitter. I expected him to 
downgrade Rhodes' achievement. But Race just sHook his head and said 
with dignity, "That night he was better than’ I was." 

I can still see Race throwing that punch at Terry Funk after Funk 
interfered. I can still see the look of hatred in Race's eyes. And 
I can still hear Race's explanation after the match. "I'm a man," he 
said. "I don't) need the help of slime to win my matches." 

I don't know if this incident has changed Race. I have been hard in 
my criticism of him in the past. But if the night he regained the title 
is any indication, perhaps he has changed. This is Harley Race's third

| don’t want to do that. | want 
to look at the meaning of Dusty 
Rhodes, champion. Not from 
Rhodes’ perspective. Nor do | 
want to explore it through the 
eyes of his peers. | want to do it 
through the fans. 

You, wrestling fans of 
America. This was your title as 
much as it was Rhodes’. 

While my colleagues scurried 
into the frenetic post-bout locker 
rooms, | sauntered outside the 
arena. It was hot and sticky. My 
glasses steamed beneath the 
tropical Florida air. Outside the 
arena, a cluster of youths had 
gathered near the back 
entrance. They were waiting. 
Waiting for Dusty Rhodes. 
Waiting for their friend.

between winning the 
championship and being 
champion. The difference is 
between Dusty Rhodes and 
Harley Race. 

Everyone knows Dusty 
defeated Race and became 
NWA champion for a short 
time. Dusty's fans deluded 
themselves into thinking they 
were entering the golden era 
of their idol’s title reign. Their 
era was barely a moment 
in time. 

After Dusty won the title, 
people came up to me and 
asked what | thought of a fan 
hero becoming NWA king. | 
predicted Rhodes would lose 
the title almost immediately. It 
was obvious. Years of 
toadying to fans has made 
Rhodes soft. The cunning, 
determination, and ruthless- 
ness it takes to retain a title 
has long deserted Rhodes’ 
character. Dusty prefers to be 
loved than to be good. That 
kind of behavior saps a man’s 
inner strength. 

Anyone who believes 
Rhodes wasn’t a pretender to 
the throne need only to 
examine the events. Dusty 
won the title and lost it almost 
immediately. Some will claim 
he was ambushed by Terry 
Funk, suffered a broken arm, 
and couldn't defend himself 
properly. This leads us to the

question, “Why wasn’t Rhodes 
aware Funk was going 
after him?” 

The answer: Dusty was too 
busy showing off the belt to 
his cheering fans to notice 
anything.

Stupid people leave 
themselves vulnerable. 
Vulnerable people get beaten. 
Rhodes wasn’t the first 
champion to get ambushed. 
He was too giddy with 
success to protect himself. 

It’s not all Dusty’s fault. The 
fans share the blame for his 
failure. They have drugged 
him with their cheers, led him 


to believe real success is won 
only when they applaud. He 
worked harder on winning fan 
approval than in perfecting his 
skills. For years, he delighted 
in being a hero instead of 
being champion. 

The final delusion was when 
he started calling himself, 
“The People’s Champion.” 
That meaningless title gave 
Dusty great satisfaction. No 
longer did he hunger after real 
glory, the glory won by hard 
work and accomplishment. 
Instead, he settled for being 
crowned by the unwashed 
masses. This was his

Tommy Rich sat by his locker, 
his face resting in his hands.

“You surprised a lot of people 
out there, Tommy,” he said, 
patting him on the shoulder. “I 
must admit, I was one of them.” 

“He walked, out of the ring, 
didn’t he?”

Harley Race once again holds the NWA 
title. But even he’is upset at Funk for his 
cowardly attack. 


“J don’t know what provoked 
Funk to do what he did. Frankly, 
I’m not concerned about him. 
What-I want is to get well, get 
another crack at the title, and give 
that belt back to the fans. 

“The fans,” he repeated and 
sighed. “I feel sorry for my fans. I 
feel like I let them down. Gosh it 
was nice to be champion.” 

Why, Dusty, why did you 
wrestle with a broken arm? He 
stretched both arms out, his right 
arm weighed down with a cast 
extending from his wrist to his 
shoulder. “Thé-fans,” Dusty said, 
“the fans.” 

Dusty Rhodes can be accused of 
one thing. He thinks more with his 
heart than he does with his brain. 
It’s an uncommon characteristic in 
modern day sports. Dusty is a rare 
breed, to be appreciated whether 
or not he wears a diamond-studded 
belt.

“accomplishment.” There's a 


difference between winning 
something and having it given 
to you. Dusty settled for the 
easy way. Instead of booing 
his failure to win the NWA 
title, the fans worshipped him. 
Can we really blame a man for 
being captured by the fans’ 
mindless adoration? 

Now the fans are making 
excuses for him. “Dusty broke 
his arm,” they whine, “no 
wonder he lost the title.” 
Hiding behind excuses is 
always the easy way out. 
Instead of making Dusty 
hungry for victory, the fans 
make him content with 
excuses. “You don't have to 
be champion,” they soothe, 
“just be loveable.” That's good 
enough for Dusty. It 
shouldn't be. 

It's about time Dusty took 
responsibility for himself. 

He should be ashamed at 
taking so long to win the title 
and for keeping it for so short 
a time. He'd better say to hell 
with the fans right now if he 
ever expects to win the NWA 
belt again. He is the reason he 


is not champion. And despite 
the fans, not being champion 
is not.good enough. 

Maybe it’s too late. It’s 
been years since Rhodes was 
booed by fans, called a 
rulebreaker, and awed 
people by his ability. He was 
hungry in those days. There 
was nothing he wouldn't do 
for victory. That man was a 
champion. Years ago. 

Today, Rhodes is a shell of 
his former self. The hunger in 
his eyes is gone. Replacing it 
is the soft glow of a man 
beloved. For some, that would 
be more than enough. It 
shouldn't be enough for Dusty. 

Some of Dusty’s former 
friends’blame the money. “He 
got rich in Florida,” one 
bemoans, “and that got him 
soft. Heroes make too much 
money down there. The more 
Dusty made, the more he 
wanted.

rematch were a glorious eternity 
for Rhodes. 

“Bein’ champ comes naturally 
to.me,” Rhodes said smilingly.

The press conferences, the 
shouts of affection, and the 
illuminating attention are part of 
the title. But not the integral 
part. They are merely the by- 
products. What matters, what 
starts the shouts and shrieks 
and money, is the title itself. 

It’s 
won in the ring. 

That first rematch Thursday 
night in Key West proved much. 
It also left a lot of people 
uncertain. With Rhodes’ second 
triumph, all talk of Tuesday night 
being a fluke was wiped out. 
Though Race never used it, 
reliance on his tired condition 
also disappeared as a rational 
explanation. . What remained 
was the indisputable fact of 
Dusty Rhodes, NWA champion. 
What also remained was Harley 
Race and his nebulous status. 

“Twice,” he muttered after 
the match. “Twice he got me.” 
Race shook his head and 
dragged his sagging frame into 
the shower: 

Great moments work in 
threes. So do great men. The 
inevitability of the third match 
involving three men was 
overwhelming. No one was 
disappointed.

rulebreaker (whenever a wrestler 
seemed to be getting smart), what 
did the WWF do? Naturally, it 
teamed him with Strongbow. The 
official line: Jay. will convince the 
guy to remain scientific. More 
often than not, the guy exploded 
during a match and Strongbow 
was outnumbered three-to-one. 
How's that for protecting an 
athlete? 


It’s amazing Strongbow is still 
around, considering how little his 
“friends” have cared, for him. At 
the rate he’s going, he'll have two 
years of getting beaten before they 
cut him off without a thank you. 
That’s what you can expect from 
friends like that. 

It doesn’t have to be that way. 

There is still enough ability left 
in Strongbow for the man to bea 


champion. It’s his attitude which 
will spell his downfall. That can be 
easily changed. 

First, Strongbow needs a 
manager. His own instincts lead 
him to destruction. He requires 
strict guidance. A man like Lou 
Albano could change Strongbow 
into a winner within a matter 
of months. 

“Sure, I hate the guy,” Albano 
declares, “but not enough to lose 
money over it. I could make a 
fortune off Strongbow. I've 
insulted him in the past, but I’ve 
never said he didn’t have ability. It 
might take two months, probably 
less, for me to make Strongbow a 
champ. That's if he listens. 

“I don’t think he’ would. 
Strongbow has been too stupid for 
too long. I think the clown likes 
being a fall-guy for the WWE. 
Everyone says he’s too stupid to 
chew gum without choking. He 
didn’t start that way. Over the 
years, though, his brain stopped 
functioning from disuse. 

“Look, I can show you 20 
different strategies that would 
make Strongbow a champ.’ Any 
time he wants to get in contact with 
me, Strongbow knows where I am. 
Just to show my heart’s in the right 
place, I'll give the guy some free 
advice. Will the person reading this 
to Strongbow talk a little louder 
and slower so Chief can under- 
stand it? Good. Jay, dummy, use 
your strength. Stop trying to be 
stylish. Get tough. Hit low and 
hard. Try that for a few matches. 
Then, when you find how suc- 
cessful it makes you, give mea call.” 

Other managers .agree with 
Albano. As far as Strongbow is 
concerned, never has so much been 
wasted for so little. In a poll of 20 
managers, six picked Strongbow 
as the scientific wrestler they'd 
most like to reform. 

If Strongbow is indeed reading 
this, it is hoped he will get in 
contact with one of these men. 
Their history of hatred makes it 
doubtful Strongbow and Albano

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could ever form an alliance, but 
other managers could successfully 
guide him. It’s not too late, though 
time is running out fast. 

“I give Strongbow maybe two 
years,” Bobby Heenan _ says, 


“before he’s washed up. If 1 was 
running him, though, he could be 
champion for a decade. I’ve never 
seen a guy so determined to do 
himself in. What makes him always 
go against his own best interests? 
Some guys are nuts. 


Shocket feels that Strongbow has taken 
more than his share of punishment 
simply because he lacks the direction of 
a manager. 


“Do you realize the punishment 
his body has taken? Is he crazy? 
Does he think he can absorb all 
punishment without damage? It 
doesn’t take an expert to see he 
moves differently than a year ago. 
I'll bet any amount he has to favor 
either his right arm or leg. One bad 
break and he’s a cripple.” - 

No one who loves wrestling 


would want to see that. An 
intelligent fan wants to see 
Strongbow become great. It’s 


possible. The only one preventing 
it is Strongbow himself.
